Barge et al.(WO 95/21428) teaches incentives credits are stored in the customer 
device, and a number of accumulated credits can be used to deduct from the total 
amount of the transaction. 

Leonard et al. (5,903,874) teaches a server that stores data files containing all 
promotional and coupon information). 

The references alone or In combination fail to teach "a portable token 
configured to store an electronic coupon and redemption tally, the redemption 
tally representing the number of times the electronic coupon has been redeemed 
by a holder of the portable token for corresponding reward under the reward 
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program prioritizing multiple coupon redemptions; and automatically 

resolving redemption conflicts associated with a concurrent redemption of the 
electronic coupon and other coupons". This patentable distinction is present in 
independent claims 1 and 15.
